St, it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SEQTKW 1. The County of Ramsey is hereby 'authorized
to issue bonds for the purpose of reducing and funding her Authority to u-
present indebtedness, and making such compromise and "n*bODd"-
adjustment in reference to the bonds which have been here- . a
tofore issued by tho authorities thereof, as may be thought
j - i i j i - j . °aaviBablo and expedient.

SEC. 2. Such bonds may bear interest at a rate not
exceeding seven per cent, per annum, payable semi-annually, Kauof iater*»t—
and the principal thereof shall be payable as follows : One when prtndD»i
fifth in eleven years, one fifth in twelve years, one fifth in Jfh
thirteen years, one fifth in fourteen years, and the remaining
one fifth in fifteen years from the date thereof. Interest and
principal payable in New York.

SEC. 3. The proper authorities of said county shall an-
nually include in the general tax, a sufficient amount to meet T«
and pay the interest on such bonds as may be so issued, and
when any installment of principal is about to become due,
sufficient to meet and pay such installment.

SEQ. 4. When said general tax is levied, the authorities
levying the same shall specify and direct that a certain
per centum of such tax shall be collected in gold or silver,
and this per centum is to be so regulated as amply to pro-
vide for the payment of any interest or principal which may
be about to become due upon said bonds, after making due
allowance for the probable difference which will exist be-
tween the amount of tax levied, and the amount collected*
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SEC. 5. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to
a* set aside and appropriate a sufficient amount of all gold and

silver which shall come into his hands (except for State and
school taxes) to pay any interest or installment of principal
of any bonds which may be issued under thin Act, which
may be unpaid, or becoming duo dur ing the fiscal year.

SEC. G. The County Commissioners uf said Cuunty are
luUtioBm to authorised by this Act to issue the further bonds of said

1" county, (not to exceed in. tbe aggregate the sum of fifteen
thousand dollars ($15,000), to obtain the means to liquidate
any installment of interest or principal which may become
due upon the bonds heretofore authorized tu be issued, in
case the Treasurer shall be unable to meet the same as
heretofore provided.

SEC. H. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer and Auditor

SEC. 12. Said Commissioners shall immediately after their
of com-appointment fix a time and place for meeting the holders of

said bonds and the creditors of said County, to carry out
tbe purposes of this Act, of which, notice shall be given by
publication for three weeks in a newspaper published at th&
City of St. Paul
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SBC. 13. Said Commissioners may adjonrn from day to
day, and a majority of them shall be authorized to act.
They shall keep minntes of all compromises und agreements
made by them, as well as of all their other proceedings,
which shall be filed in the office of the County Treasurer for
public inspection. Either of said Commissioners may ad-
minister oaths in reference to any matter coining properly
before them. Said Commissioners and their Clerk shall
receive from the County Treasury compensation, at the rate
of two dollars per day for each day's service actually ren-
dered ; and all expenses hereby properly incurred shall be
paid by said County. ..

SEC. 14. The bonds issued by said Commissioners shall
be executed by a majority thereof, in behalf of said County,
and countersigned by the County Treasurer, before the same
shall be of any validity. The said Treasurer is not author-

j . *^ized to countersign any such bonds unless the same arc less
in amount than the bonds und interest, on the indebtedness,
for which the same are to be issued, nor unless the compro-
mised bonds, or the evidence of compromised indebtedness,
(if the same can l»e obtained), are delivered to said Treasurer
for cancellation, or (if the same cannot be obtained), a proper
release and obligation to hold the County harmless therefrom.
The said Treasurer in hereby required to keep a record of
all bunds issued under this law, and of all debts and bonds
therewith compromised.

SEO. 15. The powers and duties of said Commissioners
shall terminate wi th in six months Irom the passage of this Act. "lone™

SEC. 16. The said Commissioners, Wil l iam R. Marshall,
Luke Marvin and Peter Berkey, are hereby authorized to CotmafMion«r«u
issue further bonds, in the manner hereinbefore provided, bondL8

not exceeding fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000). of such
denomination as to them shall seem most advantageous for
said County, for the purpose of raising money to place in
the treasury of said County to aid in defraying the current
expenses of said County the present fiscal year ; and the
Treasurer of said Comity shall countersign and seal such
bonds upon the payment into thi treasury by said Commis-
sioners of such money as the said Commissioners can realize
from the same, and thereupon said bonds shall be vaiid to
all intents and purposes whatever; and the .said Commis-
sioners shall have authority to -negotiate said bonds as in s««oti»tion et
their judgment shall be best for the interests of the County.

SEC, 17. The Auditor of the said County, and all other
County officers, are hereby prohibited from drawing any NO ortw» to b«

,] t L c • j r< t- r.. rL e i- "T» °° tt»orders upon the treasury of said County on or after the m-
teenth day of Apri l , eighteen hundred and sixty, unless there
is money in the treasury at the time said order is drawn to
pay the same; and any officer violating the provisions of pOT»itTfor
this section, shall forfeit and pay to any party complaining
the sum of one hundred dollars.
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SBC. 18. No County Orders shall be received in payment
d of delinquent taxes in said County of Ramsey on or after

or the fifteenth day of April next, and any officer of said County
•who ihall receive any such orders in payment of delinquent
taxes after said date shall forfeit to the County the sum of
one hundred dollars for each offence.

SEC. 19. This Act shall take effect and be in force from
aqd after its passage.
